UN Urged 


Washington, Feb, 24. 


Secretary of State John Foster Dulles said 
today that Israel could not win the Middle East 
armaments race against the Arab states, since the 
Arabs could get arms from the Soviet bloc. 


Mr Dulles, who was 


addressing the American 


Senate’s Foreign Relations Committee in Washing- 
ton, said Israel’s long-term security could be better 
assured by other methods than obtaining extra 


supplies of armaments. 


Mr Dulles inferred that shipment of more arms 


to Israel would help to increase 


Middle East tension. 


He said Isract should rely on the support of the United 
Nations, whose charter required its members to refrain 


from resorting to force to settle disputes. 


Mr, Dulles 1950 
French-British-American state 
ment on ptace In the Middle 
East was another guarantee for 
Isracl’s security. 

The Secretary of State sald 
the United States might sell 
arms to Isracl at any future 
time when thls action could 
help to safeguard peace. He 
added the United States might 
also sctl arms to the Arab

They are not mad, in terms of 
legal responsibility, nor neces- 
sarily aro they bad, though at 
the extreme they number io 
their midst several murderers.

He was committed to the 
Queen's Bench prison for six 
moaths, There he lived in ex- 
cellent style, with a numerous 
retinue, and there he was join- 
ed by his lovely young wife. 
They gave delightful dinner 
parties und, on release, shower- 
ed Bibles on their kindly gaolers, 


Lest the Scottish marriage 
should net be valid, they ac- 
quired Prussian nationalitly in 
the cunton of Neuchatel and 
married there all over again. 


Lord Waldegrave roturned to 
Englund and gave up the com- 
pany of wild friends Ike Lord 
Waterford, who had acquired a 
bad reputation (and the name 
“Spring+heeled Jack”) by leap- 
ing vut on defenceless women 
in lonely London roads.

But isform came too late. 
Lord Waldegrave dled in 1846 of 
cirrhosis of the liver, consoling 
Frances (widowed once more at 
25) with the Waldegrave estates. 
Her income was now £22,000 a 
year. 


A yeur later, she married oa 
tubby, pompous widewer of 62, 
George Granville Harcourt, 
whose father, the Archbishop of 
York, a “sumptuous prelate,” 
did not come to the wedding. 
The bride continued to be known 
as Frances, Lady Waldegrave. 


She attracted scores of cligible 
young men for whom she found 
pretty brides. It was a charm- 

: ing Kame, especi- 
ally as the young 
mtn continued to 
prefer her. She 
firted wlidly 
with Lord Chel- 
rea, having been 
warned that he 
was “the serpent 
who is, more 
subtle thon the beasts of the 
field" Mr Hurcourt was blind 
lo the danger. 


Frances wes “determined that 
if he would force her to be with 
men notoriously fascinated with 
her, be should learn his lesson.” 
Lord Chelsea dominated her 
circle; her other slaves, to thelr. 
fury, were known as “the 
Chelsea Pensioners.". Whether 
Mr Harcourt learned his lesson 
or not, it seems that he became 
more cantankerous with = the 
years. 


Huwever, when he died after 
15 yeurs of marriage, he Jett his 
fortune luv the three-fold widow, 
“younger and prettier = than 
ever’ ot 40. And Frances, after 
waiting 12 months as was her 
custom, married Chichester 
Samuel Parkinson Fortescue, a 
worthy (ond adoring) — Irish 
politician who became Lord 
Carlingford. 


Ata command performance 
in Dublin, a voice trem the 
gallery asked “Would your lady- 
ship be Informing us’ which of 
your four husbands do ye like 
the best?" Her reply assured 
her of popularity: “The [rish- 
man, of course.” 


Frances was now at the height 
of social briliiance, delighting 
Disraeli, who thought she would 
make an excellent Prime Minis- 
fer, and disliking Gladstone, 
who was strangely blind to her 
husband's qualities as a states- 
man. : 


At one or another of her four 
grat houses she cntertaincd— 
with what .lavishness! — the 
exiled French royal family, the 
British royal family (excluding 
only the more dublous friends 
of the Prince of Wales), the 
diplomatic sect, and the states- 
men, It was a hard, hard _Jife 
and In 1879, Frances died of it. 


Hewett’s biography Is none too 
wall written and certainly much 
too Jong. But the story te tells, 
and the portrait it paints, have 
an indestructible fascination.
